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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 

To  His  Excellency 

Governor  Clyde  R.  Hoey 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  operations  of  the  North  Carolina  Sana- 
torium and  Western  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  for  the  Treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  for  the  biennium  ended  June  30,  1938,  to- 
gether with  the  report  on  the  progress  of  the  work  providing  ad- 
ditional facilities,  both  at  Sanatorium  and  at  Black  Mountain. 
The  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  accepted  as  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  prevention  and  cure  of  tuberculosis  among  our  people 
cannot  be  too  greatly  emphasized.  Two  phases  of  this  work  are 
of  especial  importance;  namely,  early  diagnosis  of  the  disease 
and  proper  segregation  of  the  patient.  To  this  end  it  is  our  hope 
to  extend  further  the  work  of  examination  of  children  and  to 
encourage  counties  in  the  erection  of  segregation  units.  We  are 
happy  to  note  that  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  in  North 
Carolina  declined  during  the  past  year,  but  that  in  no  way  mini- 
mizes the  overwhelming  need  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the 
disease  among  our  people. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  I  desire  to  express  to  the  Superintend- 
ent and  his  Staff  at  both  institutions  our  appreciation  of  their 
very  fine  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  have  been  diligent  in 
their  service  to  the  cause  which  they  represent  and  I  desire  to 
express  to  them  my  very  great  appreciation  of  their  interest  in 
and  attention  to  the  work  of  the  sanatoria.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium 
and  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Sanatorium, 

Mr.  L.  L.  Gravely,  Chairman. 

Gentlemen  : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  the  biennial  report  of 
the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  for  the  period  ending  June  30th, 
1938,  and  the  report  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Sanatorium 
from  the  date  of  opening  November  7th,  1937  to  June  30th,  1938. 

The  Western  North  Carolina  Sanatorium 

The  opening  of  the  new  sanatorium  marked  a  most  important 
step  in  the  tuberculosis  control  program  of  the  State.  At  the 
dedication  exercises  held  on  November  10th  there  were  present 
about  350  visitors  from  all  sections  of  the  State.  Inspiring  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  Governor  Hoey  and  our  chairman.  The 
completed  buildings  consist  of  a  three-story  patients  building  to 
accommodate  164  beds,  a  large  administration  building  and  a 
power  plant  and  laundry.  The  visitors  were  unanimous  in  their 
praise  both  of  the  buildings  and  of  the  beautiful  location,  sur- 
rounded on  all  sides,  as  it  is,  by  as  fine  mountain  scenery  as  can 
be  found  in  eastern  America.  In  appropriate  ceremonies  also 
Governor  Hoey  laid  the  corner  stone. 

Through  the  skillful  and  untiring  efforts  of  our  chairman  the 
necessary  funds  were  obtained  by  State  appropriation  of  $157,- 
300.00  and  by  a  PWA  grant  of  $128,700.00  for  the  building  of 
another  wing  to  accommodate  170  additional  patients  and  for  a 
nurses  home.  The  nurses  have  been  occupying  a  portion  of  the 
patients  building,  and  the  new  nurses  home  will  enable  us  to 
take  30  additional  patients  in  the  present  wing.  Such  splendid 
progress  is  being  made  in  the  construction  of  this  building  that 
we  are  expecting  it  to  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  by 
January  1st. 

The  State  appropriation  of  $6,891.00  for  roads,  walks  and 
landscaping  at  the  Western  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  was  sup- 
plemented by  a  grant  of  $13,354.00  from  the  WPA.  The  recent 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  appropriated  an  additional 
$8,000.00  for  this  project.    We  are  hoping  that  we  can  receive 
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another  WPA  grant  to  supplement  this  amount  and  that  the 
landscaping  of  the  grounds  can  be  completed. 

Need  of  an  Eastern  North  Carolina  Sanatorium 

The  United  States  Public  Health  Service  and  the  National 
Tuberculosis  Association  agree  that  for  a  tuberculosis  control 
program  for  a  given  community  to  be  effective  provision  should 
be  made  for  two  sanatorium  beds  for  each  death  from  tubercu- 
losis. Even  when  all  the  units  for  which  appropriations  have 
been  made  at  the  Western  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  and  at 
the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  are  completed  there  will  be  only 
960  beds  in  our  State  sanatoria.  At  the  present  also  there  are 
626  beds  provided  in  14  county  sanatoria  and  custodial  homes, 
which  makes  a  total  of  only  1,586  beds;  so  that,  even  when  the 
becis  in  small  units  for  tuberculosis  patients  in  connection  with 
county  homes  are  included,  the  State  is  far  short  of  providing 
even  one  bed  per  death,  since  in  1937  there  were  1,912  deaths 
from  tuberculosis.  It  is  exceedingly  important  also  that  beds  for 
tuberculosis  patients  be  provided  near  our  centers  of  population. 
It  is  desirable  for  patients  to  be  able  to  get  treatment  within  a 
reasonable  distance  from  their  homes  so  that  they  can  be  visited 
by  their  relatives,  and  it  is  very  important  for  a  sanatorium  to 
be  close  enough  so  that  those  who  have  been  exposed  to  open 
cases  of  tuberculosis  can  go  to  the  institution  at  frequent  in- 
tervals for  examination.  It  is  only  possible  to  cure  tuberculosis 
if  it  is  discovered  in  the  reasonably  early  stages,  and  it  is  through 
the  repeated  examnation  of  the  apparently  well  contacts  of  active 
cases  that  the  disease  can  be  discovered  early.  Unless  diagnostic 
facilities  are  close  at  hand  the  vast  majority  of  Negro  contacts 
and  a  large  proportion  of  white  contacts  cannot  afford  to  go  for 
examination.  We  are  greatly  in  hopes  that  within  the  near  fu- 
ture we  can  secure  an  appropriation  of  $750,000.00  for  300  pa- 
tients to  be  located  somewhere  in  eastern  North  Carolina. 

Additional  County  Sanatoria  Greatly  Needed 

The  isolation  of  sputum  positive  cases  is  considered  an  essen- 
tial in  the  control  program  of  tuberculosis.  North  Carolina  has 
assumed  that  the  control  of  the  disease  is  a  joint  responsibility 
between  the  State  and  the  county.  The  State  has  undertaken  the 
responsibility  of  providing  beds  foi*  those  cases  who  give  some 
promise  of  responding  favorably  to  treatment,  and  it  is  the  re- 
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sponsibility  of  the  counties  to  provide  beds  for  those  patients 
whose  condition  is  less  favorable.  Only  14  of  the  100  counties  in 
the  State  have  provided  sanatoria  or  custodial  homes  for  their 
tuberculosis  patients.  Every  possible  effort  is  being  made  to  get 
the  other  counties  to  follow  suit,  and  a  number  of  other  counties 
will  probably  establish  sanatoria  within  the  near  future. 

Additions  at  North  Carolina  Sanatorium 

During  the  biennium  the  surgical  unit  and  clinic  building  at 
the  white  unit  which  provides  22  additional  beds  for  surgical  and 
isolation  cases,  and  rooms  for  an  out-patient  clinic,  and  a  new 
wing  at  our  Negro  unit  for  65  additional  patients  were  complet- 
ed. Three  residences  for  physicians  were  also  built.  All  of  these 
buildings  were  included  under  one  contract  which  totaled  $178,- 
532.25.  At  the  recent  special  session  of  the  Legislature  an  ap- 
propriation of  $110,000.00  was  made  for  the  erection  and  equip- 
ment of  another  wing  at  our  Negro  division  which  will  provide 
80  additional  beds.  This  appropriation  is  conditioned  on  our  be- 
ing able  to  secure  a  grant  from  the  PWA. 

Collapse  Therapy 

The  provision  of  well  equipped  surgical  units  at  both  the 
North  Carolina  Sanatorium  and  the  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium 
has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  all  of  our  chest  surgery,  as 
well  as  all  other  necessary  surgical  operations,  done  at  the  two 
institutions.  Dr.  Julian  A.  Moore  of  Asheville,  who  has  a  wide 
reputation  as  a  chest  surgeon,  is  the  surgeon  at  our  Western  N. 
C.  Sanatorium,  and  also  does  the  bronchoscopic  work.  Dr.  C.  R. 
Monroe,  who  for  many  years  has  been  head  surgeon  at  the  Moore 
County  Hospital  at  Pinehurst,  and  who  spent  two  summers  in 
Chicago  and  Boston  getting  special  training  in  chest  surgery,  is 
the  surgeon  at  the  N.  C.  Sanatorium.  In  addition  to  numerous 
lesser  operations  29  thoracoplasties  have  been  done  at  the  West- 
ern N.  C.  Sanatorium  and  18  at  N.  C.  Sanatorium.  Through 
these  operations  many  patients  will  not  only  be  rescued  from  be- 
ing a  source  of  danger  to  others  and  a  life  of  chronic  invalidism, 
but  will  also  be  restored  to  health  and  be  able  to  make  a  living 
for  themselves.  We  are  also  exceedingly  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  secure  the  services  of  Dr.  Arthur  Ambler  as  anesthetist  at  the 
Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium,*  and  of  Miss  Jessie  Currie,  of  the 
Moore  County  Hospital  at  Pinehurst,  as  anesthetist  at  the  N.  C. 
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Sanatorium.  Both  have  specialized  in  anesthesia  and  have  had 
wide  experience  in  administering  anesthesia  in  chest  surgical 
cases  before  being  employed  by  the  two  institutions.  Dr.  V.  K. 
Hart  of  Charlotte,  who  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  skillful 
bronchoscopists  in  the  south,  does  the  bronchoscopic  and  laryn- 
gological  work  at  N.  C.  Sanatorium. 

Approximately  80%  of  our  adult  patients  are  receiving  some 
form  of  collapse  therapy.  The  great  majority  are  getting  pneu- 
mothorax treatment,  and  approximately  10%  are  receiving  bi- 
lateral pneumothorax.  During  the  biennium  we  have  also  done 
296  phrenic  operations  at  N.  C.  Sanatorium  and  46  during  the 
eight  months  at  the  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium.  Practically  all 
of  these  were  temporary  phrenic  crushings.  We  find  that  fre- 
quently the  combination  of  pneumothorax  and  a  phrenic  crush- 
ing will  close  cavities  and  produce  a  satisfactory  collapse  when 
the  pneumothorax  alone  was  unsuccessful.  During  the  biennium 
also  we  have  done  seven  pneumolyses  at  the  N.  C.  Sanatorium 
and  one  at  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium. 

At  N.  C.  Sanatorium  we  are  now  averaging  1,141  pneumo- 
thorax treatments  each  month  and  85  at  Western  N.  C.  Sana- 
torium. This  number  will  be  considerably  more  than  doubled  at 
the  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium  when  the  new  wing  is  opened  for 
patients.  Chest  surgery  and  the  tremendous  volume  of  other 
forms  of  collapse  therapy  increase  very  greatly  the  amount  of 
work,  both  for  the  physicians  and  nurses,  and  it  is  going  to  be 
needful  for  us  to  have  an  additional  physician  at  our  white  unit 
and  also  for  our  Negro  unit  at  N.  C.  Sanatorium.  When  we  open 
our  new  wing  we  will  need  one,  and  perhaps  two,  additional  phy- 
sicians at  the  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium,  and  it  is  also  neces- 
sary for  us  to  increase  our  nursing  staff  materially  at  each  place. 

Chest  surgery  and  other  forms  of  collapse  therapy  also  in- 
crease very  materially  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  will  necessi- 
tate a  considerably  larger  per  capita  appropriation  during  the 
next  biennium.  Such  procedures,  however,  more  than  justify  the 
additional  cost  for  they  not  only  greatly  improve  the  patient's 
chances  for  recovery  and  for  his  sputum  to  become  negative,  but 
they  also  considerably  shorten  the  time  he  needs  to  stay  in  the 
Sanatorium. 

Pneumothorax  by  Private  Physicians 
Over  a  period  of  several  years  we  have  been  endeavoring  to 
get  leading  physicians  in  the  various  counties  in  the  State  in-

terested  in  continuing  the  refills  on  our  pneumothorax  patients 
who  are  ready  to  return  home.  There  are  now  more  than  100 
such  physicians  scattered  over  the  whole  State  who  have  either 
had  experience  in  pneumothorax  treatment  elsewhere,  or  who 
have  come  to  the  Sanatorium  for  training  in  pneumothorax  tech- 
nic.  Practically  all  of  this  number  have  access  to  a  fluoroscope 
and  use  it  regularly. 

The  Interpretation  of  X-ray  Chest  Films  for 
Private  Physicians 
In  recent  years  it  has  become  more  and  more  apparent  that 
the  X-ray  is  essential  for  the  early  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis,  and 
a  very  large  number  of  internists  and  many  physicians  in  gen- 
eral practice  throughout  the  State  have  secured  X-ray  machines. 
They  are  also  learning  the  importance  of  giving  the  tuberculin 
test  and  of  X-raying  the  positive  reactors.  We  feel  that  one  of  the 
most  fruitful  services  which  sanatorium  physicians  can  render 
is  in  the  interpretation  of  chest  films  for  any  physician  who 
wishes  the  service.  This  has  become  one  of  our  most  valuable 
means  of  discovering  positive  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  with 
practically  no  cost  to  the  Sanatorium.  In  1936  films  on  2,843 
patients  and  in  1937  films  on  4,945  patients  were  sent  in  for  in- 
terpretation by  private  physicians.  By  seeing  an  X-ray  of  the 
patient's  chest  we  can  also  advise  the  physician  much  more  in- 
telligently concerning  the  treatment  needed  while  the  patient  is 
waiting  for  admission  to  the  Sanatorium. 

Diagnostic  Clinics 
The  last  Legislature  provided  funds  for  an  additional  clinic 
physician  for  our  extension  department,  but  we  were  unable  to 
secure  one  who  was  qualified  until  the  first  of  last  May  when 
Dr.  L.  B.  Skeen  of  our  resident  staff  was  transferred  to  our 
clinic  service.  This  gives  us  four  field  clinicians.  We  also  secured 
the  funds  for  two  additional  portable  fluoroscopes  which  are 
shock  proof.  There  is  such  a  demand  for  both  adult  and  chil- 
dren's clinics  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  get  the  county  health 
oflficers  to  give  the  tuberculin  test  to  the  school  children  so  that 
our  field  clinicians  can  devote  a  larger  proportion  of  their  time 
to  adult  fluoroscopic  clinics.  We  are  more  enthusiastic  even  than 
ever  before  about  the  value  of  the  fluoroscope  in  diagnosis.  With 
modern  fluoroscopes  we  feel  that  practically  all  cases  of  even 
minimal  tuberculous  lesions  can  be  discovered. 
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As  will  be  seen  from  the  statistical  report  85,255  school  chil- 
dren and  teachers  were  given  the  tuberculin  test  during  the  bi- 
ennium,  and  of  this  number  27,737  were  tested  by  county  health 
officers.  We  have  been  limiting  the  school  clinics  to  the  study  of 
children  ten  years  of  age  and  over  and  to  known  contacts  and 
suspects  under  this  age.  20%  of  the  total  number  gave  positive 
reactions.  X-ray  films  were  made  by  the  Sanatorium  technicians 
on  16,890  of  the  positive  reactors,  and  the  films  were  interpreted 
by  the  physicians  of  the  Sanatorium  extension  department  staff. 
A  total  of  14,694  patients  were  examined  in  our  adult  field  clinics 
and  8,184  outside  patients  were  examined  in  our  out-patient 
clinics  at  the  two  sanatoria. 

Mortality  Rate 

In  1936  there  was  an  increase  in  the  tuberculosis  mortality 
over  the  whole  United  States,  which  was  generally  thought  to  be 
due  to  the  cumulative  effects  of  the  depression.  Whether  or  not 
this  is  the  correct  explanation  we  cannot  say.  It  is  most  gratify- 
ing, however,  that  in  1937  the  mortality  rate  again  assumed  its 
downward  trend,  there  being  only  1912  tuberculosis  deaths,  or  a 
death  rate  of  54.7  per  100,000,  in  North  Carolina  in  1937  as  com- 
pared with  2119,  or  a  death  rate  of  61.3  in  1936.  The  informa- 
tion to  date  for  1938  indicates  that  there  may  be  a  further  slight 
reduction  during  the  present  year. 

Nurses  Training  Schools 

Both  our  white  nurses'  training  school  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Martha  C.  Newman,  and  our  Negro  nursing  school  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carrie  Broadfoot,  have  continued  to  func- 
tion with  a  great  degree  of  satisfaction.  Arrangements  made  some 
years  ago  whereby  our  white  nurses  take  two  years  here  at  the 
N.  C.  Sanatorium  and  their  third  year  at  the  Moore  County  Hos- 
pital at  Pinehurst,  and  whereby  our  Negro  nurses  take  their 
third  year  at  the  Lincoln  Hospital  at  Durham,  continue  to  be 
quite  satisfactory  both  to  us  and  the  other  hospitals.  Our  grad- 
uates are  always  in  great  demand,  in  fact  so  much  so  that  we  do 
not  have  a  graduate  either  of  our  white  or  colored  training 
schools  who  is  unemployed.  The  Moore  County  Hospital  has  re- 
cently let  the  contract  for  a  nurses  home,  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  which  will  cost  $65,000.00. 
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Staff  Changes 

Since  it  was  thought  necessary  by  the  Board  to  have  one  di- 
recting head  of  the  two  institutions  Dr.  P.  P.  McCain  was  made 
superintendent  of  both  sanatoria.  Dr.  S.  M.  Bittinger,  who  had 
served  faithfully  and  most  efficiently  for  sixteen  years  on  the 
staff  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  was  elected  associate 
superintendent  and  medical  director  of  the  Western  N.  C.  Sana- 
torium. Dr.  A.  L.  Ormond  and  Dr.  R.  T.  Jenkins  of  the  Sana- 
torium staff  were  also  transferred  to  the  staff  of  the  Western  N. 
C.  Sanatorium.  Miss  Creolya  Snodgrass  and  Miss  Bertha  John- 
son of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  nursing  staff  were  chosen 
respectively  as  superintendent  of  nurses  and  head  operating  room 
nurse  at  the  new  institution.  Dr.  C.  D.  Thomas,  for  several 
years  a  member  of  our  clinic  staff,  was  chosen  as  assistant  super- 
intendent and  associate  medical  director  of  the  North  Carolina 
Sanatorium.  Dr.  H.  L.  Seay  of  our  clinic  staff  was  elected  super- 
intendent of  the  Mecklenburg  Sanatorium.  Dr.  John  S.  Den- 
holm,  Dr.  F.  T.  Harper,  Dr.  G.  C.  Godwin  joined  our  clinic  staff 
and  later  Dr.  L,  B.  Skeen  and  Dr.  R.  T.  Jenkins  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  resident  staff  of  N.  C.  Sanatorium  and  of  West- 
ern N.  C.  Sanatorium  to  our  clinic  staff.  Dr.  H.  E.  Wood  and 
Dr.  C.  L.  Gray  and  Dr.  Leopold  Marks,  colored,  also  joined  our 
resident  staff.  Mr.  Floyd  Eubanks,  purchasing  officer  for  the  N. 
C.  Sanatorium,  was  made  general  purchasing  officer  also  for  the 
Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium,  and  Mr.  W.  N.  Banks  was  made  resi- 
dent purchasing  officer  for  the  new  institution.  We  regretted 
very  much  to  lose  Dr.  J.  H.  Williams  who  had  been  on  our  resi- 
dent staff  for  several  years  and  who  resigned  to  become  health 
officer  of  Sampson  county. 

Donations 

To  the  many  friends  who  have  rendered  valuable  services 
and  who  have  made  generous  donations  of  various  kinds  to  both 
of  our  institutions  we  are  deeply  grateful.  We  especially  wish  to 
record  our  indebtedness  to  Mr.  W.  N.  Reynolds  of  Winston- 
Salem  for  his  gift  of  $5000.00  to  the  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium 
for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  recreation,  entertainment  and 
instruction  of  the  patients  at  this  institution  and  to  Mr.  Joseph 
Calcutt  of  Fayetteville  for  his  gift  of  twelve  pin  tables,  which  are 
arranged  to  operate  without  the  use  of  coins  and  which  furnish 
a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  our  patients  at  both  institutions.    A 
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list  of  the  many  other  donations  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  staffs  of  both  in- 
stitutions for  their  cooperation  and  their  loyalty. 

I  wish  especially  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  the  members 
of  our  Board  of  Directors  for  your  kind  consideration  and  your 
hearty  cooperation,
